Way grant $2 anacre. Inthe States outside 
of the railway grants all the land is open for 
hemesteading; in Canada half is held closed 
from sale or settlement. This difference 
is an evident inducement for settlers to pre 
fer the States, and the Canadian government 
is the party responsible for its existence,

ing new, bug the difference between the 
promises made by the members of parlia- 
ment elected from the North-West last 
March and their performances at the session 
of parliament lately closed is so wide as to 
call for remark. If ever mew were in a posi- 
tion of their choice, these were. If union is 
strength they should have been strong. They 
were one in support of the administration, 
as were the representatives of British Colum- 
bia to the weat and with one exception those 
of Manitoba to the east. <A solid body of 
fourteen members whose aims and means of 
attaining those aims were, or were supposed 
to he, identical. The four were elected by 
sweeping majorities, and were accorded no 
factions opposition after election. During 
the contest there wasa striking similarity 
between the promises made by all the candi- 
dates, showing that there was a thorough 
understanding between all parties as to the 
requirements of the country. The only dif- 
ference of opinion being as to which man or 
which policy was best calculated to secure 
those requirements. The platform of Mr. 
Davis is a fair specimen of them all. It may 
be worth while to call attention to its various 
planks. 1, Support of Sir John. 2. Self gov- 
vernment for the territories. 3. Increase of 
territorial subsidy. 4. Raising of school 
funds on school lands. 6. Local offices to 
local men. 6. Equitable settlement of rebel- 
lion claims and losses. 7. Survey of old trails. 
8, Opening of odd sections for homesteading. 
9. Opening of Indian reserves to settlement. 
10. Examining into the lease question. 11, 
Amendment of mining laws. 12. Recognition: 
of squatter’s rights. 13. Increased repre- 
sentation for Alberta. A plank to vive ad- 
ditional scrip to half-breeds was added, and 
Mr. Davis’ word was given in favor of throw- 
ing open colonization lands for settlement. 
Of the whole }latform but one plank remain- 
ed after Mr. Davis and his three partners 
struck Ottawa—the support of Sir John. 
The only other plank that appears to have 
received attention was No. 3. The allowance 
to the territories has been increased to avery 
respectable figure fron) $75,000 to over#100,000, 
including the grant to ayricultural socicties, 
but as, contrary to plank 2, the disposal of 
this fund is left in irresponsible hands, it 
really amounts to a nail to hold plank one in 
its place, simply a huge bribery fund, for use 
when necessary, or if not necessary to be re- 
turned to the federal treasury. Why the 
numerous measures for the benetit of the 
people,spoken of so strongly and so frequent- 
ly during the contest,were so completely and 
unanimously ignored in Ottawa by onr mem- 
bers and by every one else seems to require 
explanation at their hands, Hf the measures 
which they advocated during the election 
were of the vital importance that they, with 
all parties, admitted them to be, their con- 
stituents have been betrayed through them; 
the interests of the country have been sacri- 
ficed with their knowledge andconsent, Let 
them speak in their own behalf. 


But,if the results of representation are not 
such ae were fo be expected, all the blame 
cannot be laid upon the members. When 


administration were not desired or required. 
The people of the North-West may set it 
down as proved beyond doubt that they, like | 
other people, cannot secure benefits without 
making exertions and risking sacrifices.

Sir John A. Macdonald asked leave to in- 
troduce a bill respecting elections to the 
North-West couneil without notice. He had 
been informed that owing to the influx of 
settlers if the elections were held in October 
when due under the present law half the set- 
tlers would be disfranchised. McDowell's 
bill providing for changes in the present law 
could not be reached before the close of the 
session, therefore he wished to pass this bill 
to continue the present members in office 
until at next session of parliament a new act 
was framed. A session of the council would 
be held in October ar November, 


Mitchell sugwested the introduction of the |

Sir John thought it advisable. 


Laurier suggested that the government | 


take up Macdowell’s bill and give it a chance 
of passing.

Indian affairs. It was the answer he desired 
to make to Mr. Cameron’s charges. 


Cartwright reminded Sir John that be had | 


promised a con:mission to investigate Camer- 
on’s charges, 

Sir John remembered the promise but de- 
clined to appoint the commission, 

Davies denied that the pamphlet was an 
answer to Cameron’s charges and asserted 
that Cameron's speech had been garbled to 
furnish rounds of attack. 

Perley knew the facts in regard to several 
of the reserves, and the talk about bad flour 
and bad meat was incorrect. The Indian 
officials were a ventlemanly and well con. 
dueted class of men. The statements of the 
premier were correct in every particular. 

Tupper in reply to Watson said that 2,000 
Indians had withdrawn from the Manitoba 
treaties. 

Searth bad visited the reserves in the 
Touchwood hills, Carlton and Edmonton dis- 
tricts and could corroherate all that Perley 
or the premier had said. ¥ 

Mills read from a circular issued to officials 
of the department in reference to the com- 
diling of reports, warning them not to sug- 
gest any policy for the management of Indian 
affairs, on penalty of being treated as insu- 
bordinate. 

Mitchell suggested that contractors for 
Indian supplies be not required to deliver 
on reserves, but that delivery be made a 
Separate contract. The present system tend- 
ed to throw the whole business into the hands 
of I. G. Baker & Co. and the H. B. Co. 

Watson supported Mitchell. Also asked 
assistance for a mission school for the Sioux 
established at the Portage. 

Sir John said the expense of taking the 

Indian chiefs down to Canada last fall was 
£2,000,
